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Five juveniles charged withburglaries 


Through the looking glass

Carbondale police Thursday morning 
reported that they have charged five juve¬ 
niles in connection with back-to-back bur¬ 
glaries of the Roselle Department Store, 36 
N. Main St., Carbondale, on Aug. 8 and 9. 

The juveniles were apprehended by police 
last Tuesday after a Carbondale home was 
staked out by Lt. Detective Francis Dottle, 
Sgt. Russell Scavo, juvenile officer, and 
Patrolman Joseph Pilcavage. 

Police said that the juveniles, whose ages 
were listed as 14 and 15 were released into 
the custody of their parents and petitions 
listing the charges were filed by the juvenile 
olftcer. The youths were charged with bur¬ 
glary. theft, receiving stolen property, crimi- 
lal trespass. 

I t Dottle told the Carbondale Mirror 


'hat investigation showed that two juveniles, 
>ne from this city, the other from Jermyn, 
.lined entry to the department store on Sat¬ 
urday, Aug. 8 around 10 p.m. by climbing a 
drainpipe on the side of the building. “The 
second night, Sunday, three guys from Car¬ 
bondale plus whoever was there on Satur¬ 
day, entered the store again, this time by 
sliding down a coal chute.” 

Police also noted that the juveniles stored 
the merchandise — jeans, shirts, suspenders, 
and other articles of clothing - in a home in 
another part of the city. Lt. Dottle noted the 
juveniles burglarized the home following the 
department store robbery, and it was this 
home that police staked out on information 
received, the lieutenant added that the 
youths would be charged with the burglary 
of the home as well.

Police also reported they apprehended 
two juveniles in connection with the July 31 
burglary of the Carbondale YMCA building 
on N. Main St. It was at this burglary Lt. 
Dottle reported, that the burglars had 
broken into the building and done approxi¬ 
mately $300 w orth of damage to the building 
and its contents. 

Dottle also reported that $25 to S30 cash 
was taken in the burglary. The two juveniles 
were also charged with burglary, theft, 
receiving stolen goods, criminal trespass, 
and an additional charge of criminal 
mischief which stems from the damage the 
burglars did to the building. 

The juveniles, whose ages were listed as 14 
and 15, were released to the custody of their 
parents. No names were released by police 
due to their ages.

When the celebration kicks off officially 
on Monday. Aug. 24. Spall said, the newly 
completed Pioneer Days, Inc., Showmobile 
will be placed between City Hall and the 


Miner and Mechanics Bank building, facing 
outwards towards Main Street. Spall said 
the street will be blocked off when the show- 
mobile is in use. 

e’The block between Sixth Avenue and Park 
Place will be closed off when the showmo¬ 
bile is in use,” explained Spall. 

Construction of the showmobile is basi¬ 
cally aluminum, explains Daniels. “It will 
feature a carpeted floor and plywood floor¬ 
ing primarily because of the problem during 
rainstorms,” he added. 

"It will be something that Pioneer Days 
w ill be proud of." notes the committee presi¬ 
dent.“The showmobile can be rented for a 
nominal fee. and will be available to the 
public,’’says Spall, but as of yet that fee has 
not been decided upon and will not be 
decided until a meeting on the matter is held 
by the Executive Board of Pioneer Days, 
Inc.

tion. 

Why don’t we build our own? 

Jim Spall, president ol Pioneer Days. 
Inc., outlined the dilemma- “Up until about 
a month ago. we had obtained the Scranton 
showmobile. (That city had donated the use 
of its showmobile for the first and second 
annual celebrations.) 

“They turned around and pulled it from 
us. We looked throughout all of Northeast 
Pennsylvania, trying to rent a showmobile. 
but there was none available. 

Last resort 

“Our last resort was to build our own so 
that we wouldn't have this problem again 

“A group of people got together, collected 
donations...and we built our own." 

They did. 

The Carbondale Pioneer Days. Inc 
showmobile is 70 per cent complete and will 
be ready in time for this year's celebration, 
notes Spall. 

“The 40-foot trailer is composed of 25 feet 
of stage space, eight feet of dressing room 
space, and a seven-foot extension 

“lt will accomodate anywhere from a 
small dancing group to a large band." says 
Spall. 

There's more. Spall notes 

Fully equipped 

“It’s equipped with all the necessary elec¬ 
trical equipment to accomodate just about 
anything we want on the stage.Spall said 
The 13-foot high structure will have a natu¬ 
ral eight-foot ceiling and is acousticized lor 
sound, he added 

The showmobile will be rented out to 
those wishing its use says the Pioneer Days 
president. 

The construction on the showmobile 
began three weeks ago, according to both 
Spall and Paul Daniels, another Pioneer
